After five months of hard 
work, the Constitional Policy 
and Bi-Law revisionary com- 
mittee (rev-con) has proposed 
a series of amendments to the 
SGA constitution. If passed by 
council, these will ensure the 
continued progression of stu- 
dent politics at Laurentian, 
says SGA President Ben 
Farella. He says these 
changes will create a "bus- 
iness-type approach to student 
politics." 

What is being proposed is 
instead of four executive 
positions being elected by the 
entire body of SGA members, 
there will only be two. These 
two are that of President and 
Vice-President. The positions 
of V.P. Services and V.P. 
Internal would be absorbed by 
a Director of Finance and a 
Director of Internal Affairs, 
which would be appointed by 
council in a secret ballot, after 
careful review of the SGA 
candidates. 



Farella feels council elect- 
ions will "ensure more qual- 
ified and skilled people for 
such positions. We cannot risk 
having someone in charge of 
finance while being elected on 
popularity." 

The Director of Finance 
would take the financial 
duties from the present. V.P. 
Internal and the entire duties 
of the present position of 
Controller. Whereas the 
Director of Internal Affairs 
would assume the duties of 
overseeing SGA recognized 
clubs, assosciations, and 
organizations. The Vice Presi- 
dent would assume the respon- 
sibilities of V.P. External and 
would assume the new duties 
created by the SGA committ- 
ment to billingualism, and 
provide executive support. 

In the revised motions is the 
proposed change of official 
languages from simply English 
to English and French, with 
SGA documents available in 
both official languages if re-

quested by an SGA member. 
"The biggest single step this 



assosciation has taken in 
years," will be the hiring of a 
General Manager, said 
Farella. 

The General Manager would 
assume the bulk of the duties 
of V.P. Services, including 
booking bands. Farella hopes 
the General Manager will be 
hired for at least a 2 or 3 year 
contract, with council having 
the option to let her/him go. 
This way s/he will provide 
some stability and experience 
to the yearly turnover of the 
executive. The ideal General 
Manager will have a degree in 
some aspect of business, be 
experienced in dealing with 
the entertainment industry, 
and yet not too old so as to be 
out of touch with Univesity 
lifestyles. Farella hopes the 
position will be filled by 
April or May, with summer 
being the time for the G.M. to 
familiarize her/himself with 
the organization. The salary 
is as yet undetermined, but 
will not cause an increase in 



student fees, says Farella. 

Laurentian is one of the few 
Universities in Canada with- 
out a General Manager in 
student government. 

Farella hopes these new 
changes will move Laurentian 
higher in the "big leagues". 

The SGA executive has 
plans to provide council with 
further suggestions on the pro- 
posed amendments. One of the 
major amendments that the 
executive will be proposing at 
Monday's council meeting will 
be for a third Directorship to 
be created to oversee bil- 
lingual affairs, this would 
free the Vice President to 
assist the President in lead- 
ership of the SGA. 

The executive is expecting 
that there will be many more 
amendments made before the 
final set of amendments is 
complete.

SGA/AEF 
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The new optimism 



In one of my classes last 
week, we talked about the 
state of our society. It was 
agreed that there is no general 
optimism for us to grow with. 
The Marxist dream has long 
since proven false, the church 
does not respond to most 
people's needs, and modern 
western liberalism is busily 
leading us into a new dark age. 
It wasn't too long ago that 
the Peterson government pas- 
sed a bill making illegal the 
discrimination against gays in 
employment and in the rental 
of housing. 

I had a chat with an old 
high school teacher of mine 
about this topic. As head of 
the English department at his 
school he is not prepared to 
hire a homosexual on his 
staff. "The job is to interpret 
literature to students, which 
is not a morally neutral dis- 



cipline, it is a morally form- 
ative discipline. I want some- 
one who is going to use the 
discipline, the academic tools, 
to purvey an acceptable set of 
values... acceptable to me, be- 
cause I am accountable to my 
society. I am entrusted with 
the ethical instruction of 
other people. This instuction 
cannot be divorced from the 
people who give it," is how he 
explains his position. 

I asked him if he would 
make open and known the 
reasons for not hiring a par- 
ticular individual. "He'll ne- 
ver know," he said. 

It is illegal for this high 
shool teacher to hold these 
values and morals. By law he 
cannot discriminate against 
homosexuals, even if, for him, 
he has a valid reason to do so. 
Our road to liberalize our 
society in a suppossed attempt 



to bring about justice is self- 
defeating when it denies a 
responsible individual the 
.right to make his own moral 
decision. 

In the neighbouring county to 
where this teacher works, a 
vocal minority of people re- 
cently banned The Me rchant of 
Venice and Huckleberry Finn 
from the high school reading 
list. The rationale is, of 
course, to help eliminate rac- 
ism and bring us closer to a 
state of justice. 

Again our society is self- 
defeating. 

Liberalism has gone too far. 
It is time to throw everything 
away and start over. For all 
our social programs, all our 
councils, commissions, depart- 
ments, and task forces, it is 
time to go. 

Give people back the fun- 
damental responsibility of 
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self-determination in all 
areas of their lives! 

We don't need someome tel- 
ling us to buckle up, we don't 
need someone telling us to 
have only one drink an hour, 
and we don't need someone 
telling us what our values 
should be. 

The officials will say that 
this cannot be done. My ques- 
tion is "why not?" The of- 
ficials will say that the 
trends can't be turned around. 
The only reason for their ob- 
stinance will be a vested in- 
terest in maintaining an ir- 
rational system that pays 
them large sums of money for 
doing very little. The 
liberalism of this country is 
leading us down the path of 

apathy and mediocrity. Give 
people back the day and a 
half per week they give to 
the government, and let them 



make their own decisions with 
it. 

The social net isn't catching 
anyone, so why not get rid of 
the whole damn thing? Income 
tax was brought in to pay for 
the war. We still have it. We 
have a good forty cabinet 
ministers in this country, 
while the United States, with 
ten times the population, gets 
by with half as many. 

There is a new optimism to 
be found. It lies in each 
individual. Give us back our 
freedom, and let's start again. 
We'll do it right this time. 
Fare thee well, liberalism, 
and "lowest common denom- 
inator philossophy," there is 
a fire beginning to burn, a fire 
of freedom and individual 
excellence. It is the new 
optimistic wave.

It has 
been this way in the past, the 
Controller was elected by 
council. The way I understand 
it the position of Controller is 
being abolished, hence the 
Director of Finance. As to the 
Director of Internal Affairs, 
how do we determine skill 
level? And what skills are we 
looking for? 

Elections are quite often, the 
election of the most popular 
and the most convincing. I 
can't see that changing. I tend 
to think that we, the SGA 
members at large, are com- 
petent to pick our represent- 
atives. Those who actually 
vote in elections have usually 
given the matter some degree 
of thought. Yes, some people 
vote simply to vote for their 
friends, but I am not convinced 
that this new system will 



eliminate that type of voting. 

I can't help but wonder if 
this will create more un- 
necessary and slightly un- 
ethical vote chasing. If you 
were to run for one of these two 
new positions that were to be 
elected by council, wouldn't 
you find out who exactly is on 
council and try to win their 
vote. Just like real politics, 
how wonderful. 

I am not completely content 
with the proposed changes, 
then again I am in 4th year I 
won't be here next year if all 
hell breaks loose. Many of you 
will be here next year and I 
urge to find out a little bit 
more about these proposed 
changes and what they mean 
to you. 

It's only a proposal at pre- 
sent but it will probably go 
through. So, if you are veh- 
emently against the proposal I 
suggest you start letting the 
SGA know about it now before 
it's too late. 

Get involved, find out.

Non-verbal

sk a fisherman how big the one that got away 

was as he is docking his boat and he'll more than likely 
hold out his hands in front of him about two feet apart. If he 
forgets to grab the steering wheel quickly enough, his eyes 
may open very wide just before he slams into the dock and is 
hurled out of his craft. As he skids and rolls along the dock, 
you'll probably turn your eyes away and put your hand to 
your forehead, and quickly turn your upper body away from 
the screaming piscatologist (fisherman). 

You run to him when you notice his velocity decreasing, 
and, and when you reach his writhing body and see all the 
cuts and scratches on him, you may very well stick out your 
tongue and grimace. A well dressed woman comes running up 
and identifies herself as a nurse on a cruise ship. Another 
woman comes running up with muti-coloured hair and a 
safety pin through her forehead. The well dressed woman 
starts attending to the fisherman while the other woman 
turns to her approaching friends, extends one arm straight 
out to the fisherman with her palm held up, and with the 
other hand she begins moving her index finger in and out of 
her mouth, and then moves her hand to her chest or 
stomach. Welcome to the exciting world of NVC- non-verbal 
communication. 

From facial movements to body movements to choices of 
clothing, the ways in which we communicate with others 
illustrate the fact that the spoken word is merely one 
method of telling others what we think and how we feel. 
Researchers are beginning to study why, for instance, a girl 
'will more than likely pull her shoulders closer to her body 
and avert her eyes from an approaching male wearing an 
unbuttoned polyester shirt, tight bell-bottem pants while 
smiling at her with a mouthful of decaying teeth. By 
studying a myriad of clues, ranging from the distance 
between the girl and the guy, as he talks to her, to small 
changes in the movement of eyes, they may arrive at the 
scientifically based conclusion that she does not wish to 
engage in further interaction with this particular male. We 
innately arrive at the conclusion that she can't stand the 
scummy creep. The question then arrises (assuming you 
haven't blinked, raised your gaze to the ceiling, while 
moving your eyebrows together to say "what is this guy 
talking about") is, how do we know she can't stand the 
creep, even though she hasn't told us? In other words, how is 
it that we are able to determine what someone is 
experiencing, or what someone is trying to communicate 
simply by observing various aspects of their behavior? 

Most animals have a repetoire of messages by which they 
communicate with other species of animals. If a dog feels 
threatened it bears it's teeth, opens it's eves more than 
normal, lowers it's ears and raises tha hair on the back of 
it's neck. If you have ever been frightened to a high degree 
(such as receiving your final marks) your eyes may widen 
and you may feel the hair on your nack rise a bit. In the case 
of a frightened dog, his signals (bared teeth, lowered ears 
etc.) not only indicate to you that he is frightened, but it 
also indicates that you must do something to change the 
situation, so that the dog's anxiety is decreased. This is the 
essential premise of communication- a sender and a receiver. 
In NVC the sender is referred to as the encoder and the 
receiver is referred to as the decoder. Signals are not simply 
"signals" but are aspects of social behavior, and may be 
grouped into various types of social behavior, for example, 
agressive, sexual, affiliative (friendly), and nuturant. 

Recent research has shed light on the similarities between 
the social behavior of humans and that of the apes or 
monkeys, (just go to a residence party any weekend and you 
can attest to the fact). 

Scientists have catalogued facial expressions, direction of 
gaze, gestures, and spatial behavior (the distance between 
various members in a group), and found that these methods 
of communicating are used on a regular basis. By performing 
parts of a behavior such as baring your teeth in preperation 
to bite, these iconic or anological signals come to represent 
the whole behavior because the rest of the pattern would be 
expected to follow. Once this art has aquired meaning, it 
may change in terms of evolutionary progress and may make

the signal more effective. A human analogy of this might be 
as follows: you met a girl and ask her out just before her 
violently jealous 6'5" boyfriend finds out about your 
advances. He might come up to you, grab your shirt with one 
hand, clench his teeth like Clint Eastwood before he raises 
his fist to punch your ears off. The law recognizes this act as 
a legitimate threat for the most part because of the 
particular signals he is encoding to you, and if you decode 
them properly and feel threatened enough to fear the loss of 
your brain, you are permitted to defend yourself, or make 
appeasement by backing away, putting your hands up, with 
palms facing him and evading eye countact for most of the 
encounter. This particular scenario may occur with very few 
words exchanged, but the participants and those cheering 
for blood will be able to determine the outcome simply by 
observing the gestures and NVC of the two. 

The face is the most effective part of the body for 
conveying NVC. The eyes, the mouth, the tongue and 
muscles of the face are all employed in encoding and 
decoding messages. From pressing the lips together and 
rolling them in, to raising the eyebrows subtely, the garnet 
of facial expressions is wide and self-evident.

Chances are that next time you walk down student street or 
the bowling alley, with someone walking towards you, you 
will avoid eye contact until they are relatively close. As 
you approach them you will more than likely gaze at them 
until you establish eye contact. As soon as you have locked 
eyes you will break the gaze and look in the direction which 
you are travelling. This to indicate the path you intend to 
follow and to ensure that the other is aware of this. Then 
you will reestablish eye contact to see where the other will 
walk so that you will avoid collision. Once both have 
determined where each will walk the gaze is broken, and 
both will look at posters, the wall, or anything else. If the 
gaze were to contiue, the context of it would convey another 
meaning: anything from, "Ooo, what a hunk. I want to get to 
know you better" to "whew are you ugly. What sink did you 
crawl out of?" 



Comparatively congested areas afford a great opportunity 
to embark on your studies of NVC. You couldn't ask for a 
better lab setting than the pub. Entering the noisy, crowded 
pub on a Thursday night can be a stressful experience if you 
are not an alcoholic regular. To obtain maximum viewing 
area, stand up so you can see people entering and sitting (or 
lying) down. Subjects range from the nervous underage 
entering for the first time to two biology majors, lost in love, 
at a table discussing the genetic potential for having 
children with webbed feet. As a result the range of gestures 
and other NVC will range substantially and allow you to 
perhaps "listen in" on conversations across the room. 

The nervous underager might bite his lips, or press them 
together and roll them into his mouth, he might feel 
uncomfortable enough to engage in automanipulation, 
(careful with that one). Automanipulation is the general 
term describing a group of gestures that collectivrly involve 
rubbing or stroking the body to convey the message that 
interaction should be limited or ceased. Rubbing the back of 
the head, rubbing one straightened arm, stretching or 
rubbing the head all indicate that the subject does not wish 
to engage in a particular or general conversation. 

If someone who the underager found intimidating were to 
start talking to him, he might rub his arm or scratch and rub 
his face. By observing various signs, you will be able to 
determine how someone is feeling with very little practice. 

If you were to observe the loving Biology major couple, you 
would look for other clues that would pertain to their 
mutual amicability. The length of stare is a good indication 
of how well someone likes another. Generally, the longer 
someone stares at another, the more that person likes him or 
her. Another indication that determines whether or not a 
couple is compatible is the degree of mirroring the others 
actions. The more one mirrors the other, the more they like 
the person. So if you were to observe one person standing on 
his or her head and flailing his or her limbs wildly, and 
then observe the other imitating these gestures, you could 
correctly assume for the better that the couple is compatible. 
This is useful to know when you are at the pub and you tell 
you new found friend that you have to slam your head into 
the bar before powdering your nose. If your partner were to 
perform the same ghastly ritual, you could safely assume 
that he or she is interested in you. 

The length of stare is a good 
indication of how well someone 
likes another. 

A multitude of clues and signals exist to elucidate or 
explain how one feels when interacting with another. The 
more familiar gestures such as "the finger" or shaking ones 
head while another makes a fool of himself, convey signs 
that are so clear and common to one society that they are 
referred to as emblems. 

Emblems are gestures that purvey to a degree such that the 
vast majority of society is aware of its meaning. Pointing to 
the head can imply either that "I am smart," or "he is 
stupid." Again, a simple gesture carries a lot of information. 
We are constantly sending and receiving messages whether 
we are cognizant of it or not. By observing signals ranging 
from how the person beside you crosses his legs to the 
behaviour of individuals in a line-up at the bookstore, you 
might become conversant in the language of NVC. Unlike 
the spoken word, NVC is as old as man himself. Unlike 
Latin, or many other languages for that matter, NVC is in no 
danger of becoming extinct, and basic NVC transcends 
language barriers so that you can communicate basic 
emotions to a bedouin tribesman and understand the 
feedback.

Suppose you didn't read 
novels. You could, but you 
didn't because you thought 
they were beneath you.

Because you would 
remember the trashy novels 
that you read as a child, and 
see the novels on the best- 
seller rack at the grocery 
store. You would not read 
Golding, or anything of the 
sort, thinking of all novels as 
Harold Robbins, or The Fig ht- 
in g V.I.P.'s Kill Everyone In 
'Nam. 

This isn't (I hope) how most 
of you judge novels. It is how 
most of you judge comic books. 

The very idea of comic books 
being taken seriously strikes 
most people as funny, even 
though most of you judge comic 
books in the way the other 
person described above judged 
novels, and consider any other 
treatment of them as silly. 

Of course, one can be a 
literate person and never pick 
up a comic. One should not, 
however, hope to criticize 



comics if one has not read at 
least one of the following 
(listed and reviewed) . 

Elfquest is probably the best 
of them. It is a moving, 
mythic, epic fantasy, that 
creates a world, beleivable 
characters, and is an engross- 
ing story. It is also one of the 
most significant literary 
works of the decade (Stop 
snickering, you haven't read 
it). 

Dalgoda. a delightful . 
science fiction (or SF, but for 
bog sake, not sci fi. Sorry, 
Forry) adventure that never 
descends into space opera, 
deals beautifully with 
human-alien relations, and 
does so without descending 
into pathetic E.T type senti- 
mentallity. A delight 
throughout. 

Wordsmith gives us some- 
thing unique in comics. It has 
neither SF nor fantasy ele- 
ments. The hero never resorts 
to hand to hand combat, and 
the drama is entirely on an 
emotional level. It is the story 
of a depression era writer try- 



ing to make an honest living. 
This the sort of thing we need 
more of. 

Watchmen is another un- 
usual work. It takes the genre 
of super heroes, and studies 
them seriously (I said stop 
snickering). It gives us be- 
lievable characters (none of 
this "with great powers comes 
great responsibility" crap) 
and is one of the most chilling 
accounts of the dark side of 
existentialism, and one of the 
most triumphant affermations 
of the brightest. 

Electric Warrior is one of the 
most powerful comics on the 
market. It is moving, poinant, 
and full of the unexpected. 
This is one of that you'll love 
if you take the time to follow 
the story. 

I don't kid myself. I know 
that you people aren't going to 
read the comics I've reveiwed, 
and that you're not going to 
give up thinking that comics 
are trivial, but at least you'll 
know there are other alter- 
natives.

The Lady Vees proved their 
basketball supremacy in 
Ontario this past week with a 
blowout over the University of 
Toronto Lady Blues. The game, 
in Toronto and broaadcast on 
TSN, was dominated to a 
large extent by the Lady Vees. 
Only once during the entire 
match did the Laurentian 
squad trail, and that was five 
minutes into the contest. The 
game between the #2 ranked 
Vees and the #3 ranked Blues 
was billed by TSN as a battle 
between two of Canada's best 
womens basketball teams. In 
the end, there was little doubt 
as to who deserved the higher 
ranking. 

The game was close until the 
11 minute mark of the first 
half. At that point 
Laurentian's Patti Johnson 
anchored a Laurentian attack 
that saw Laurentian outscore 
the Blues 16 to 8 in a span of 5 
minutes.

Martin, like Johnson, came off 
the bench to contribute and 
widen the margin.

Half time stats had

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SELF-ASSESSMENT AND 
JOB SEARCH 

My last article gave you a 
general idea of the important 
steps of job search. These are 
self-assessment, resume wri- 
ting and preparing for the 
interview. I would like to talk 
about each one in more detail. 
So this week, I will talk about 
self-assessment. What is self- 
assessment? Why is it im- 
portant and how is it done? 
VALUES, NEEDS, INTER- 
ESTS 

Before you can begin to look 
for a job, you should have an 
idea of the type or types of job 
that you would like to do or 
that you are best suited to do. 
It's "knowing yourself and 
knowing what you're looking 
for". Part of this task should 
be done before choosing a field 
of study. By clarifying your 
values, needs, interests, you 
will be better able to choose an 
occupation that will give you 
the opportunity to find those 
dimensions (you ought to find 
an occupation in order to be 
satisfied and happy with 
what you do) and thus 
achieve greater satisfaction in 
your job. 
SKILL IDENTIFICATION 

An important part of self- 
assessment is skill iden- 
tification. One way to do it is 
to use a list of skills and 
evaluate yourself on each one 
(below-average, average, a- 
bove average). You can do it by 
yourself and then ask a friend 
of yours to evaluate you. Then, 
you can compare the two 
results. You will find such a 
list in a publication called 
"Career Planning" published 
by the University and College 
Placement Association which 
you can find at the Center for 
Talent Development (Room G- 
7, Single Students Residence). 

Another exercise consists of 
making a list of your 
accomplishments or things 
that you have done and which 
gave you satisfaction. Then, 
analyse them according to the 
skills involved and the 
compentency level. 

For example: the Job Title is 
initiator of summer recreation. 



The description of the tasks 
are: created ideas of pro- 
grammes for neighbourhood 
Ontario housing units, write a 
proposal for funding, defend 
the proposal, plan and or- 
ganize activities. Some of the 
skills or knowledge implied 
would be: creating, eval- 
uating, fund raising, explain- 
ing, negotiating, pro-gram- 
ming, planning, etc. Again, the 
comments of a friend or a 
person who knows you can be 
useful. 

Next week, my article will 
be on resume writing.
